Professor's Statement 
Caused Pirine^erf^ym 



SYRACUSE, X.T.— (By Exchange 
Service) — The original rj-mnaslum of 
Syracuse University literally "went up 
In a cloud of smoke". The casual re- 
mark of a professor to a class incited 
th^ flt:lne.i-o£_.iho building by a clam- 
oring, enthusiastic student body, a'a- 
sembled for the purpose at midnight. 
May 10, ISS6, . 

The gymnasltim ' -was u disreputable 
tool-house behind the College- ot 
Jylberal Arts, which had been fitted 
with r.ome Improvised equipment. On 
the morning of May 10, 1SS6, -J'rof. 
Manning remarked In French class 
that the building v.r.s a disgrace to 
the Unlvershy. tin: "in no other 
college in America v.ould such a 
shack stay up overnight." 

Some men In the clas.'ies of '88 and 
'S3, led -by P. F. PJper 'S!», "took the 
hint". Word was pissed around 'that 
tho "Gym'' waa going up in smoke 
about midnight, and the stroke of 12 
found most of the college men and 
women, cqui))pcd with isorosene cans, 
waiting for lijings to start. Thejf did. 
Chcared Flames 

Piper liad lî.o idea that to burn a 
building with a roof v.a.s arson, so 
tlie cscltod students began to tear off 
the Joof,- but soon 'gave It up as a 
"b^ Job". Jlcmoving Doctor John 
Cunningham's getting hen to a place 
of safety, they applied some L'.j gal- 
lons of kerosene, and cheered the 
flaming spectacle. 

The city fire hells began ringing liie 
University numhcr as the flames shot 
high into the uir. Tho Old Volimtecr 
Kire Department ttartcd i:p tl.c hil!, 
L'nivtr.'illy a\c.ni;e v.:;.s 1:01 paved 
t!;cn and rain Ijad ma.dc ii. a vcritahle 
mud-hole. As a result the department 
stuck half-way up, and while they 
wcro there an a*arm was turned in 
for s;on'.e rCKldonijo cii ii:e v.r.s: ,s!do 
ot the city. The upparatua was hope- 
ic«£ly bogged, so that the liome ot 
some respected Syracusan "burned to 
tlie ground. 

Expulsion from the Univer«ity and 
criniinill procédure v.'aa demanded for 
thp youthful ciilprll.s hy llio city pa- 
per*.. TIic faculty v.-ns dliipo.sed to 
treat the matter in liic j^ame light, but 
a pr til^6n flgiied Ijy every man in the 
.collège '«joyed tijem to' j-efr.tiii from 
ai-jytlilng r.iurc (li-.ai:x- i:::in put'lr.g 
the ofteiidCM on pr<.'i):ir.;w!i for the 
remainder of their colièst bourse*.

He came to England and wa-s head o£ 
the Royal Institute, but his auto- 
cratic habits acquired In gavarla 
made him unpopuUr wIUi tho Lon- 
doners so he rcturn<'a to the contin- 
eril. Upon hearing of the death ot his 
vyife, from whom he had been 
separated since leaving America, he 
sent over for his daughter. Soon after. 
Tho married vho wioow of Lavoisier, 
the great French chemist, but it was 
a. very unhapp.v match. Rumford died 
In France, in 1S14. 

Scientific Work 
His scientific work was varied. He 
studied explosives and firearms, agrl- 
cultm-e, lier.lthy living condiiions, 
. cheating, ventilation, transfer of licat, 
■density ol water, and, most Important 
■of all, the nature of heat, and tho law 
of Conservation ol Energy. He also 
e\'olved a system of marine signals, 
and was noted as an administrator 
' and philanthropist 

Sir Humphrey Davy 
Sir Humphrey Tni\y (1778-1829) 
was an cxce'.lcni poet, and Sir Walter 
' Bcott thought he was wasting his 
'ahllitios as a scientist, while Words- 
worth used to go to hear his scienti- 
fic lectures solely to learn new meta- 
phors, and improve his Htyie. r>a.\->' 
was born in Cornwal": and disliked 
school intensel.v, consequently learn- 
ing little there, lie afterwards said, 
"'Wliat I havo been I havo made for 
iHiyself," ■'When nineteen he got a copy 
of Lavoisier's elements, and soon after 
became friendly with Gregory W'ui!, 
tho Inventor'.s v.oix; these two events 
started lilin on hi.'-' scientific career. 
X>ayy was a brilliant lecturer, though 
ho did not have a very prepossessing 
appearance.

Without Equal 

As Historian

and Industry to tho history' o£ tho 
countrj'. Civilization was not tho 
growth of a day or ot even a year 
but was a slow and gradual process, 
according to Me belief. 

Clear View of Politics 
The policy of tho Athenians, under 
t^e guidance ot.Pcrlcleé is clearly 
outlined, by Thucydides In his first 
book. The Athenians at this time 
doniinat'.'d the sea by mcaii.s of tlieir 
overwhelmingly strong ficot and so 
based their policy upon thi«. Tho 
Athenian treasury was well crjulppcd 
to withstand tile struggle, but on the 
other hand that of Sparta was empty. 
Accordingly tlio AlIicnianH fought all 
tho battles poRslbio .it sea. Uy dolnt; 
this and continually raiding the ships 
of Kparla'â allies and harrying llio 
long Peloponnesus, t'ley wore down 
Sparta and at the somo lime en- 
eouraged their own IiidiiHtrle.s. 

Flaws in the Athenian Policy 
Thero were however two great 
flaws in tho Athenian Pplicy. They 
had prepared for invasions by Innl 
by building tlio long walhs ot the 
riraeus wllliln which all tlio rnnil 
poinilalion <:ould Imj accomodated. 'J'he 
AlheniaiiB hiid forgotten lliat in such 
a great gathering there were bound 
to lje terrible filckncsses, and so they 
were quite unprepared for tlu il'siis- 
tious j).'aj;uu I hat liwepl over tlloin, 
Tho second flaw in t'.ieir jilnn was 
that they overlooked llie damage lhal 
would, lie done to ,t)io carefully cijl- 
tlvatcd fields, uiid which would des- 
troy tho agrlcullural class, which 
after all was tho backbone ot llie 
Af.ieiiiana. This cannot he fully rcii- 
li>:cd until it is understood that a 
field of. ;o!.lyo trees takes fitly years 
Veforo '7,t bpgjna to boar well.
